Program 


The Graphic Design Certificate Program is a 


series of professional courses leading to a 
career in the graphic design field. The pro- 
gram consists of 12 courses (37 credits) usu- 
ally taken over a period of three years. Upon 
review, you may transfer up to 6 credits at 
the time of acceptance. To be eligible, appli- 
cants must have completed a minimum of 60 
undergraduate credits, must demonstrate 
drawing ability and basic skills in visual lan- 
guage, and must demonstrate working 
knowledge of a page layout program (Quark 
Express or inDesign), Photoshop, and Adobe 
Illustrator. Detailed information about the 
program including skills needed to begin the 
program and application requirements can 
be found at www.massartplus.org.

Fashion Certificate Program 


MassArt’s well-known Fashion Design De- 


partment anticipates launching a NEW 
Fashion Certificate in Fall 2005. Students 
may transfer up to 6 credits into the pro- 
gram at the time of acceptance. The Fash- 
ion Certificate is designed for those who 
wish to advance their skills or careers in 
Fashion Design. The certificate consists of 
ten courses including fundamentals and 
Master classes. Classes are offered on a 
rotating schedule, allowing courses to be 
taken in two years or students may choose 
only courses that suit their needs. Four 
foundation courses in fashion fundamen- 
tals include Intro to Creative Fashion De- 
sign, Pattern Drafting, Fashion Illustration, 
and Fashion as Art. One or two foundation 
classes are offered each semester to prepare 
students for the program’s Master Classes. 
Each Master Class has a “fashion spe- 
cialty” focus and will be taught by an ex- 
pert in their field. Master Classes include 
Draping, Costume Design, Millinery, Fash- 
ion Forecasting, Tailoring, and Cad for De- 
sign (Gerber Lab) pattern making software. 
Participants will develop individual projects 
and learn from professionals in Haute Cou- 
ture, Ready-to-Wear, Bespoke Tailoring and 
Theatre Costume and Introduction to Cos- 
tume Design.

Industrial Design Certificate 
Program 


The Industrial Design Certificate Program 
is a streamlined program for students who 
hold a prior degree in another discipline 
and now wish to enter the industrial de- 
sign profession. The program consists of 17 
3-credit courses (51 credits). Several 
courses, primarily the competency electives, 
may be transferred or waived upon review. 
Study is part-time and most courses meet 
during the day. Students with no portfolio 
may take ID223 Introduction to Industrial 
Design, a course that may be transferred 
into the program if accepted. 


Teacher Preparation Program 
(TPP) 


The Teacher Preparation Program is a post- 
baccalaureate 24-credit program leading 
towards Initial Licensure as an art teacher 
in Massachusetts and 32 other states. The 
program is designed for students with a 
very strong background in studio work that 
want to work in schools, museums, social 
service agencies, or other venues for art 
education. 300 hours of student teaching is 
required. In order to student teach, students 
must pass the Massachusetts Tests for Edu- 
cator Licensure (MTEL) required by the 
Commonwealth’s Department of Education 
and are separate from the Art Education 
program of the college. The college also 
offers a Master of Science in Art Education 
degree.

MASS MEDIA 

This seminar course offers an archaeological 
investigation of mass media, philosophies 
and zeitgeist underlying their development 
from early Homosapiens to present times. The 
course examines mass media development as 
a product of social, cultural, historical and 
political environments and incorporates 
analysis and discussion in the ways in which 
cultures create communication technologies. 
Also discussed will be the promotion of the 
illusion of an “electronic revolution” in the 
myth-making of the electronic complex it- 
self. The question, can the demise of culture 
be offset by deliberately reducing the influ- 
ence of modern technics and by cultivating 
the realms of art, ethics and politics will be 
addressed.

PERSPECTIVES IN ART HISTORY Ii: 
RENAISSANCE TO MODERN 

This course will provide a comprehensive 
introduction to the history of Western art 
from the Renaissance to the present day. A 
series of lectures will be punctuated at regu- 
lar intervals with walking tours and visits 
to local museums. The basic purpose of the 
course is three-fold: to examine, briefly but 
thoroughly, the great monuments of cre- 
ative endeavor which constitute the canon 
of post-Medieval art; to contextualize suc- 
cinctly, with historical references and 
coetaneous examples in other media (for 
instance, music and literature), those monu- 
ments; and, finally, to engage students in the 
ongoing discourse which determines and 
revises the canon and the ways in which we 
see and interpret works of art.

David Nolta is Professor of Art History at 
MassArt. He holds a B.A. from the University 
of Michigan, M.A. University of Chicago, and 
Ph.D., Yale University. His fellowships and 
awards include: Fulbright, Kress, Mellon, 
American Society for Eighteenth Century 
Studies, Harvard University; and the Frances 
Blanshard Prize, Outstanding Dissertation in 
the History of Art, Yale University. 


HISTORY OF PRINTMAKING 

This course is a history of the invention and 
development of printmaking techniques 
from the engravings and woodcuts of Ger- 
man artists Martin Schongauer and Albrecht 
Durer, to the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
tury etchings of Parmigianino and 
Rembrandt, to the nineteenth century aqua- 
tints of Francisco Goya, and finally to the 
work of contemporary artists. This course 
will emphasize technical developments in 
printmaking as well as the art historical and 
even social context for them. We will study 
original works of art as often as possible, 
visiting printrooms in the Boston area to 
anchor our discussions. Material is drawn 
primarily from Western traditions and in- 
cludes cross-cultural influences. Prerequi- 
sites: CSA101 and CSA102 or equivalent.

This course is about the relationship and 
mutual influences of painting and film. The 
topics of discussion include: Expressionism 
and Surrealism in painting and film: Cubism 
and Film Montage; Chiaroscuro (light and 
shadow) from Carravaggio to Bergman; por- 
trait and the close-up; landscape in painting 
and film; drawings of movie directors.

Karetnikova has published several books and 
numerous articles on film and art in her na- 
tive Moscow and Europe; is author of scripts 
for film and TV, and currently a writer of 
special programs for the BBC in London. 


FROM LINES TO CURVES: REPRESENTA- 
TION OF THE BODY IN GREEK ART 
Representation of the human form in an- 
cient Greek art developed from the simple 
geometric figures of the 8th century B.C. to 
the more naturalistic and eroticized images 
of the nude in the Hellenistic period. 
Through classroom lectures and visits to the 
MFA’s Greek galleries students will examine 
the visual transformation of the body in 
sculpture and painting, and address issues of 
production, iconography, and reception of 
the human form in ancient Greek society. 
The course is ideal for both novices and 
those who previously have taken Greek art.

WOMEN, ART AND IDEAS 

Through a survey of the history of women 
artists in the areas of painting and sculpture 
from the Renaissance to the present, this 
course will stress the most significant 
women artists and their contributions to art 
movements of the 19th and 20th century.

Students learn how fashion and 
fabric design reflect the century’s major art 
trends: cubism, surrealism, abstract expres- 
sionism, pop, minimalism, and 
postmodernism. Fashion as Art explores, for 
example, Picasso’s costume designs for the

THE GRAMMAR OF PRINTED TEXTILE 
DESIGN 

Printed textiles play such a ubiquitous role in 
our lives that they are seldom given a second 
thought or are ignored altogether. Many 
people are unaware that specially trained 
artists create the countless repeating pat- 
terns printed on the cloth we wear and use 
to decorate our homes. Textile design has a 
long history but only a few designers are 
known by name. Rather, the global textile 
industry relies on legions of anonymous de- 
signers to come up with surface patterns for 
the hundreds of thousands of yards of 
printed textiles produced everyday. These 
skilled artists approach designing with a 
special visual language and a knowledge of 
stylistic ideas rooted in the traditions of 
many cultures. This slide talk, along with a 
display of vintage printed textiles, is an in- 
troduction to this visual grammar and the 
common elements: paisley, floral, stripes, 
dots, and so on; that designers use to origi- 
nate new images that spring from the past, 
yet meet the demands of the current mar- 
kets.

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PLEASURES OF PATTERN DESIGN 

Our lives are surrounded by rhythmic repeat- 
ing patterns in nature, in art, in the clothes 
we wear, and even in the food we eat.

Grades 4-12 


For over sixty-five years the Art Education Department of Massachusetts College of Art has 
offered high school, middle school, and elementary school students the opportunity to ex- 
plore their creativity, strengthen their imagination, and enhance their problem solving skills 
through the Saturday Studios Program. The Saturday Studios Program introduces students to 
the process of art making, enabling students to see their world differently and to engage in it 
more resourcefully. Course choices are available by grade level and medium, including draw- 
ing and painting, sculpture and ceramics, and advanced courses for those preparing a portfo- 
lio for college applications. Students learn from one another in an amazing environment 
situated in MassArt’s urban college setting devoted exclusively to the visual arts. 


These non-credit courses are open to all interested students, regardless of their level of expe- 
rience in art. There are no prerequisites or portfolio reviews. Instructors for this program are 
MassArt student teachers in the Art Education Department under the supervision of MassArt 
faculty.

Change of Course/Add-Drop 


A registered Continuing Education student 
may add or change a course until the third 
class meeting by completing a change form 
available from the Continuing education Of- 
fice. A student will be admitted to the re- 
quested or added course on a space available 
basis and with the permission of the instruc- 
tor.

Independent Study 


Students may apply for a 3-credit Indepen-

Transcripts 


Official Transcripts are available at $10.00 or 


unofficial at $5.00. Transcripts take 10 days to 
process. Forms are available in the Continu- 
ing Education Office. Requests must be sub- 
mitted in writing and include name at time 
of enrollment, address, home/work tele- 
phone numbers, social security or MassArt 
ID number, and dates of attendance. Emails 
and faxes are not accepted. 


Refund Policy 


To obtain a refund complete a Drop Form 
available in the Continuing Education office 
or fax, mail, or email your signed, written 
request by the deadline (see below). No drops 
or refund requests are accepted by tele- 
phone. Failure to complete a course does not 
constitute official withdrawal, nor does noti- 
fication of withdrawal to the instructor 


Refunds are issued after the add/drop period. 
Processing requests requires at least six 
weeks. Refunds of credit card charges are 
credited to the account that was charged. 


3+ credit course refund: 100% of the course 
fee when dropped before 2" class meeting. 


Workshop fee refund: 100% of the workshop 
fee when dropped one week prior to work- 
shop start date.
